The Charlevoix County Board 
of Commissioners passed a reso- 
lution in opposition to bills in the 
state Legislature that would, if 
passed and signed into law, elimi- 


nate Truth in Sentencing for. con- . 


victed felons. 

The commissioners voted 
unanimously to oppose House 
Bills 4497 and 4499. Truth in Sen- 
tencing is a Public Act passed in 
1998 that requires a convicted 
felon to serve the minimum sen- 

* tence imposed by the judge. Vic- 
tims were assured that 
perpetrators had to serve the min- 
imum time before being eligible 
for parole. 

The resolution states that 
Michigan has the highest per 
capita violent crime rate in the 
Great Lakes Region, and one of 
the highest in the nation, but has 
the fewest number of police offi-- 
cers. 

Michigan sends the fewest 
number of felons to prison, two in 
10 go to prison, half of the na- 


tional average, but spends 26 per- _ 


cent more than other Great Lakes 
Region states, such as Ohio, to 
house each felon, according to the 
resolution.” - 

County Prosecutor John Jarema 
said the bills are based on “good 
time” and “special good time” to 
newly sentenced felons. 

A point of opposition for many 
prosecutors across the state is that 
if the Truth in Sentencing Act is 
eliminated, persons not involved 
in the case would determine when 
the felon would be released, in- 

« Stead of relying on the sentencing 
judge. Judges sentence those con- 
victed after hearing the facts, see- 
ing and listening to the victim and 
hearing arguments from the pros- 
ecutor and defense counsel, 
Jarema said. 

Commissioners approved Res- 
olution No. 10-035 and sent it to 
the county’s state representatives. 
A copy may be obtained from the 
Charlevoix County Clerk’s Office.

QUESTION: I’ve heard that ADHD is 
controversial and that it may not even 
exist. You obviously disagree and believe 
that ADHD does exist. 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I disagree, although 


~ the disorder has become faddish and tends 


to be overdiagnosed. But when a child ac- 
tually has this problem, I assure you that. 

his or her parents and teachers don't have 
to be convinced. . 


QUESTION: My marriage to my hus- 
band has been a very unsatisfying thing for 
me. I would divorce him if it were not for 
my concern for our three children. What 
does the research say about the impact of 
divorce on kids? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s now known that 
emotional development in children is di- 
rectly related to the presence of warm, nur- 
turing, sustained and continuous 
interaction with both parents. Anything 
that interferes with the vital relationship 
with either mother or father can have last- 
ing consequences for the child. 

One landmark study revealed that 90 
percent of children from divorced homes 
suffered from an acute sense of shock when 
the separation occurred, including pro- 
found grieving and irrational fears. Fifty 
percent reported feeling rejected and aban- 
doned, and indeed, half of the fathers never 
came to see their children three years after 
the divorce. One-third of the boys and girls 
feared abandonment by the remaining par- 


ent, and 66 percent experienced yearning - 
for the absent parent with an intensity that 
researchers described as overwhelming. 
Most significant, 37 percent of the children 
were even more unhappy and dissatisfied 
five years after the divorce than they had 
been at 18 months. In other words, time 
did not heal their wounds. 

That's the real meaning of divorce. It is 
certainly what I think about, with right- 
eous indignation, when I see infidelity and 
marital deceit portrayed on television as 
some kind of exciting game for two. 

The bottom line is that you are right to 
consider the welfare of your children in de- 
ciding whether or not to seek a divorce. As 
empty as the marital relationship continues 
to be for you, it is likely, from what I know 
of your circumstances, that your kids will 
fare better if you choose to stick it out. 


QUESTION: My children are still in ele- 


_ mentary school, and I want to avoid ado- 


lescent rebellion in the future if I can. 
What can you tell me to help me get ready 
for this scary time? 

DR. DOBSON: I can understand why - 
you look toward the adolescent years with 
some apprehension. This is a tough time to 
raise kids. Many youngsters sail right 
through that period with no unusual 
stresses and problems, but others get 
caught in a pattern of rebellion that dis- 
rupts families and scares their moms and 
dads to death. I’ve spent several decades

trying to cndetatand that phenomenon 
and how to prevent it. The encouraging 
thing is that the most rebellious teens usu- 
ally grow up to be responsible and stable 
adults who can’t remember why they were 
so angry in earlier days. x 

I once devoted a radio program to a 
panel of formerly rebellious teens that in- 
cluded three successful ministers, Rev. Raul 
Ries, Pastor Mike MacIntosh, and Rev. 
Franklin Graham, son of Dr. Billy and 
Ruth Graham. Each of them had been a 
difficult adolescent who gave his parents 
fits. With the exception of Raul, who had 
been abused at home, the other two. 
couldn't recall what motivated their misbe- 
havior or why they didn’t just go along and 
get along. That is often the way with ado- 
lescence. It’s like a tornado that drops un- 
expectedly out of a dark sky, tyrannizes a 
family, shakes up the community, and then 
blows on by. Then the sun comes out and 
spreads its warmth again. . 

Even though the teen years can be chal- 
lenging, they’re also filled with excitement 
and growth. Rather than fearing that expe- 
rience, therefore, I think you ought to an- 
ticipate it as a dynamic time when your 
kids transition from childhood to full- 
tee adulthood.

Shanty removal 
deadline nears 
Ice shanties must be off 


ice by March 15 in» 
northern Lower Peninsula 


- The Biles Natural Resources 
and Environment reminds anglers that the 
dates for mandatory ice shanty removal are ap- 
proaching. Anglers are required to remove 
shanties as soon as the ice is unsafe to hold 
them, regardless of the date. 

In the northern Lower Peninsula, ice 
shanties need to be removed by midnight on 
‘March 15. Counties included in the northern 
‘Lower Peninsula are: Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, 
Arenac, Bay, Benzie, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Glare, Crawford, Emmet, Gladwin, Grand Tra- 
verse, Iosco, Isabella, Kalkaska, Lake, Leelanau, 
Manistee, Mason, Mecosta, Midland, Mis- 
saukee, Montmorency, Newaygo, Oceana, 
Ogemaw, Osceola, Oscoda, Otsego, Presque, 
Isle, Roscommon and Wexford. 

In the Upper Peninsula, shanties must be 
removed by midnight March 31. . 

“i After mandatory removal dates, shanties 
may be placed on the ice on a daily basis, but 
must be removed daily: . 

-, Shanty owners who allow the structures . — 
to fall through the ice are subject of penalties 
of up to 30 days in jail, fines of not less than ~ 
$100 or more than $500 or both. Ifa shanty is 
removed by a government agency, the court 
can require the owner to reimburse the gov- 
ernment for an amount of up to three times 
the cost of removals.

This may happen to two Lake 
Charlevoix waterfront home- 
owners who refused to allow 
trained volunteers to enter onto 
their property to treat an inva- 
sive plant known as Phragmites 
(frag-MY-teez). The two part

Phragmites australis is insidi- 


- ous in its takeover of shorelines. 


Eighty percent of the plant is 
contained below the ground in. 
a dense mass of roots that:can 
penetrate the soil to a depth 
greater than six feet, according 
to the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality. The’ 
plants range in height from six- 


_ to-16-feet and have horizontal 
roots that produce new shoots 
that continue until the roots ex- 


ceed 60 feet in length. 
“Approximately 40 volunteers 


after which they surveyed the 
entire shoreline of Lake 
Charlevoix and Round Lake to 
identify stands of Phragmites so 
the plant could be treated with 
an herbicide. The treatment was 
conducted in September 2009.
